Speculations are ruining rife as to 
who will win the stock judging con-1 
tests at the South 
Mountain Fair 
next week, since invitations have been 
sent to the principals of each high 
school of Adams county to have their 
schools participate in the contests. 
The large silver loving cup which 
was 
presented by the 
Gettysburg 
Chamber of Commerce and the Adams 
County Farm Bureau will again be 
the prize in the competition. 
This 
cup must be won three times before it 
becomes the permanent property of 
the winner unless the annual contests 
are discontinued; in such case the 
team which has won it- the greatest 
number of times becomes the holder. 
Last year Biglerville easily captured 
the cup, scoring 511 points, while Lit­ 
tlestown was second with 357 and 
Arendtsville third with 353. 
In the 
first contest Littlestown won handily 
and 
Biglerville 
was 
second 
with 
Arendtsville third. 
Thus Biglerville 
and Littlestown each have a leg on the 
cup, and both will improve their teams 
and endeavor to improve their chances 
of getting permanent possession. 
Arendtsville is eager to break into 
the winning class, and will put forth 
strong efforts to win first honors. In 
addition, the invitations extended may 
be accepted by other schools, and York 
Springs, East 
Berlin, 
Abbottstown, 
New Oxford, Fairfield and Gettysburg 
get an opportunity to upset the calou- 
lations of the three institutions which 
have competed before. 
Superintendent of county 
schools, 
Professor W. Raymond 
Shank, has 
jruled that pupils who engage in an 
educational contest should be granted 
leave from classes on that day and 
that credit for 
attendance wfll be 
given. 
This ruling will enable pupils 
to enter the contest and still not be 
counted absent from their school. 
Livestock judging teams are made 
up of three members. 
Each member 
individually judges the animals on ex­ 
hibition. 
The points are then added, 
and the team scoring the highest wfms 
the award. 
Gold and silver medals 
are awarded the individuals scoring 
highest on cattle, hogs, and on the 
combination of hogs and cattle. 
In 
this way, even though the team may 
win, the individual medals may go to 
other competitors. 
Since, at a contest of this kind, 
there are 
frequently persons 
who 
would like to enter the ring and com­ 
pete with the teams in judging the 
live stock, to satisfy tfie aspiration of 
these persons the management has ar­ 
ranged for a free-for-all contest. Aay 
man, woman, or child may enter this 
contest and try their wits and skill. 
The prize awards for this class are 
reported to be worth winning. 
Entries for either the free-for-all 
or the high school contests c&h be sent 
to the secretary, Edwin Riee, or to 
any director of the 
Fair.
